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I H E Y who take the Liberty

meration of the good Qualities of the 
Perfon introduced, fince if upon a dole 
Examination the Account is found to be 
juft, we, from being the Obliged, be- 
come the Obligers. How far thiswill be 
the Cafe with the following Sheets muft 
be left to the Judgment of our impartial 
A 3 Read- 
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Readers : But we would hope that dref- 
fing the Gentleman in an Englijh Habit, 
has neither taken away his Vivacity, or 
added to his Follies. In his own Coun- 
try, the Chevalier de Mainvillers was the 
Delight of the gay, the young and the 
fair, whom he purfued with an Ardour 
that feemed to threaten his being loft in 
a voluptuous Eafe, and effeminate Luxu- 
ry. But we fee him emerge from the 
Danger, and reprefented as refuming with 
Avidity and Refolution thofe Studies that 
fo well fuited the Strength of his Genius, 
and the Grandeur of his Birth. The 
Bloorn of Beauty however, and the Chwms 
of Love have too powerful Attradions to 
be long refifted by our young Philo- 
fopher : The Clofet and the Seminary 
may be endured for a Time ; but could 
never be defigned for the perpetual Re- 
fidence of a Man that could do as much 
Honour to the Toupee and the Sword, 
as theCaffock and theBand. The Variety 
of his Humour made him endeavour to 
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reconcile the Trifler with, the Man of 
Senfe i the bold Adventurer full of Ex- 
pedients, with the warm Affedions of a 
Friend, who employed all his Abilities 
in extricating his Companions from the 
Difficulties under which they laboured ; 
in uniting the Lover, and the Beau, 
with the Man of Reflexion. And from 
hence the Morning was often toyed away 
at the Toilet of the Fair, by the fame 
Perfon who fpent the Evening with hia 
Friends, and whom the Night found 
difcuifing fome intricate Point of Philo- • 
fophy. 

If we judge of the Time paft by the 
Multitude of diflferent Scenes in which 
we are engaged, this Gentleman might 
reckon himfelf in an advanced Age, 
while he enjoyed all the Charms and Vi- 
gour of Youth, fince in the double Ca- 
pacity of a Man of Letters, and the fine 
Gentleman, he had the Advantage of a 
double Experience, when compared with 

A 4 thofe 
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thofe phlegmatic Souls that are capable 
of but one Sett of Ideas, and of one 
Purfuit* 

How far the Philofophcr improved or 
(polled the Man, we (hall not pretend 
to determine ; for a Tranflator has no 
Bufiriefs either to vindicate or con- 
demn : Was the Chevalier de Mainviilers 
I fiditious CharatSter, he ought doubtlefe 
to have been fet in a more amiable Light; 
bis Follies, or at leafl his Vices, fhould 
lave been lefs glaring, his Virtues, more 
lumerous and more confpicuous. - It is 
iifficient to fay that the Chevalier, who 
s now livingj has given fuch an Account 
)f his own Adtions, as fhews that he is 
ar from being a Charader entirely^ ami- 
ible ; his Faults and Vices are 'very nu- 
merous; and perhaps he is but little fu- 
Derior in Point of Morals, to many of 
hofe he has attempted to load with Ig- 
lominy. Fr6m hence it is evident, that 
le cannot be recomrttended as -a Pattern 

fer 
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for Iitiitatbii. Let none therefore, how- 
ever infenfible to the Charms of moral 
Rectitude, pretend to imitate him in his 
guilty Pleasures, who have not his Wit, 
his Courage and Dexterity, to extricate 
them from the Dangers with which they 
are necei&rily attended, and his Philo« 
fophy to laugh in the midft of Affliiftions 
that were without Remedy. 

The Tranflator flatters himfelf with 
the Hope, that thofe who have a Senie 
of Virtue, will pardon his having, in the 
Courfe of this Work, fometimes checked 
the Sallies of his Author^s Wit, when it 
began to grow prophane, and the Lufci- 
oufnefs of an Expreffion, when tending 
to corrupt or debilitate the Mind of the 
young Reader : That they will pardon 
him, if in any Inftance where Profane- 
nefs and Lewdnefs have been united, he 
has broke the Conjunftion ; and by pre- 
fuming to alter a Word <)r two, has 
given a different Turn to a Thought, or 

cloathed 
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cloathed an Exprefllon with greater De«« 
cency. He is here confident of beii^ 
pardoned, and of even receiving the Ap- 
probation of all whom he wifhes to call 
his Friends. But there is another Point in 
which it feenas much more neceflary to 
apologize ; he has found that he has fre- 
quently failed in tranilating the Sallies 
of our Author's Wit : This he acknow- 
ledges, but whatever Flatnefles of this 
Kind may proceed from his Want of 
Genius, he is perfuaded there are very 
few , if any , can be charged on his 
Want of Care. The Truth of the Cafe . 
is this : The Difpofitions of this vola- 
tile Nation are fo different from ours, 
that their humourous Sallies have fre-» 
quently but little Refemblance with 
thofe ihat are efteemed Wit in England. 
From hence it proceeds, that what is 
Wit in one Language, is but empty Tri- 
fling in another. The Life and Hilari- 
ty of an Expreflion will all evaporate, 
by being ptourcd out into aneother Lan- 
guage, 
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guage, for Want of Terms exactly cor- 
refpondent to cxprefs the fame Ideas. 
Thus a Piece of Wit may in one Lan- 
guage happily turn upon an AUufion, 
while the Expreffion in another Lan- 
guage may be flat or unintelligible for 
want of that Allufion being known. 
Thus a String of Puns may fometimes 
be allowed to be diverting 3 but who 
will be able to tranflate them? Thus 
one of Shake/pear's humourous Scenes, 
which confift of an eternal Jingle of 
Words, the brilliant Wit of a former 
Age, can never appear in any other Drefe 
than their own, and no Tranflation can 
do them Juftice. Where any thing 
like this has happened, the Tranflator 
flatters himfelf with the Hopes of find- 
ing Indulgence. 

The following Work, however au- 
thentick the Fails, .may certainly be 
ranked among thofe calculated to divert 
and recreate the Minds for the Inci- 
dents 
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dents being extremely various, and ex- 
prefTed with miich Humour, it is as 
properly adapted to engage the Attention 
as a Work of mere Invention. The 
Chancers he has given of many of the 
Nobility in France^ fome of whofe 
Names are well known to us : The 
Severity with which he has laid open 
their private Vices, the ludicrous Man- 
ner in which he treats the Foibles of each 
Individual, and the diverting Turn he 
gives to the moft trifling Incidents, can* 
not :&il of giving Entertainment to all 
thoie who are fond oi Satire. 

Though the Fnnch Edition of this 
Work was printed but a few Months 
s^o, it has already been taken great 
Notice of. The NGveUe Litterairei 
of France^ gives it very high Com- 
mendations, mentions feveral entertain- 
ing PafTages, and gives Extrads of fuch 
of them as were thought moft divertingr 
We fhould here have given a Tranfla- 

tioa 
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tion of this Article at len^, had we 
not thought it impolitick to forcftall 
die Fleafure of our Readers^ and a Httle 
incongruous to repeat the fame Thing 
twice in the iame Book ; but as fitr as 
this may be done, confiftent with the 
Deiign of a Preface, we ibali give this 
Gentleman's Remarks to our Readers.

-*^ fent to yourfelf, fays he, the FurnJ* 
ture confifting of Frames and Curtains, 
a Throng of Courtiers and AdtreiQfes

tucked up Sleeves ; the agreeable Dii^ 
" order, the univerfafl Trembling, the 
** Bmulation, the Fervor, the Sport of 
*' the Pencil, of the Eyes, of the Hand 
« and the Lips/* This Scene in fhort, 
he recommends to Mr. Pierre^ an in- 
genious Gentlemai}, > \ifho praifiifes Paints 
ing for his^Amufement^. a& a fine Sul> 
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jeft, on which be might exert his Skill 
to Advantage.

I ihali fay no- 
thing of tkc Rage into* which yo.u have put your 
Father, i you know^ my Dear,, the Violence of his 
Temper : Your laft Affair has determined him 
more than ever, to make you take Prieft's Orders^ 
in which be already really imagines, that he fees 
your Head fitted with a Mitre, By this Means, 
you will leave your eU^r Brother in a Condition to . 
pi|ih his Fortune by his Employments, and to fup>. 
port the Name of his Family with Honour^ You 
know very well, that I ihall not, like your Father, 
endeavour to overcome your Repugnance by vio- 
lent Meafures. While I am pleas'd with the Views 
which your Father has for you» I blame the dif- 
agreeabie Methods he would make ufe of to force 
you to enter into them i my only Arms fhall be

Can you fufFcr yourfelf to be 
congratulated on' being born' wrtlv thefe two Difpo- 
fitions J For my Part, I am alaro^ed before- hand 
at the DiiEculties to- which they will expofe you. 
To prevent, thefie fatal. Coafequences, fly from the- 
Exceflei to which the Paflions, . whije you are under 
a fecahr Habit, may reduce you^ That of an 
Ecclefiaftic will fecure you in the Pofleilifm of all 
that is agreeable in them ; this modeft Outfide, 
will hold in thofe that are moft unruly j. while it 
will give you an Oj^portun.ity of tafting the moft 
exquifite of ibofe Plcafures whid^ they are capaWe 
of aifordmg. Gonftraiiit, let . me Cc U youy is. Co 
fur iifOjn exting^iftiing and ftifling.ibe Senfauons^of 

. Pleafure, 
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Pleafure, that it' gtvef fomething that renders them 
more delicious ; by banifliing the too great Diffi* 
pation to which the Secular is apt to deliver him- 
fclf. The Man of the World waflfes himfclf ih 
Delight, — • the Ecclefiaftic is refrefh'd by it. 

Concealed under the Cloak of Religion, hela* 
aily indiilget his Appetites, without finding his. 
Raptures mingled with the Inquietudes stnd Trou- 
bles which pdfon thofd of the reft of Mankind. 
He is thought a Penitent, but he knows how to 
derive rteafurc even from the Bitternefs of Morti-' 
iication.' 

Let not the Air of Auftcrity, which feems to reign 
amongil the Clergy, give you the leaft Terror. 
Embrace this State, my Child, and enjoy with 
Tranquility the certain Delights it will prefent to 
you. All your Appetites will there find Indul- 
gence. 

If you have an Ambition for Grandeur, a Mi- 
tre and Croficr every Day give the moft pompous 
Titles to a thoufand Men who have not the Quali- 
fications which we may hope to fee in you ; thefe. 
by cringing and little mean Aflions arrive at 
the Honour of being called, h!f Grace, What 
Example can be more ftriking than that which has 
lately happened before your Eyes? The little Abbe 
Guenet^ who is aftually made BiOiop of Pont^ 
ferved up CofFee every Morning to the Jefuit who 
accompanied Fatlier Turnamine in his Miilion to 
Chartres ; this Miflion was fcarce finiflied, when 

the fame Head, which had bowed to the good Jefoic) 

was 
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was crowned with a Mitre ; when the fame Hands, 
which had ferved him fo officioufly, were confe- 
crated by the moft holy and elEcacious Cfarifm, and 
adoraed with a Ring, the Source of fuch a vaft A- 
bundance of Bleffings to him who bore it, as to 
oblige -him to fpread them abroad on all who came 
in his Way, In (hort, have you not feen Mr. de 
Luines affronted with a Box on the Ear fo powerful 
that he durft not even attempt to revenge it : The 
-World, inftead of complaining of him, has put 
it in%his Power to put the World to Shame : The 
£cclefiailic State offers him an Afylum, and foon 
after a Crofier, that has greater Privilege than his 
.Sword when a Colonel, and which gives him a 
Right of returning to the whole World, in Con- 
firmation, the Box of the Ear, which he had re- 
ceived from one fingle Officer. The little Lamher- 
tini arrives at Romej rubbing the Dirt from his 
Caflbck ; he is prefented to Cardinal Jldohrandi^ 
kifles his facred Purple, and foon becoming a Car- 
^dinal himfclf, he obtains the triple Crown. But I 
ihall fome Time or other give you his Hiftory. 
leather Taffus^ to brufh off" his Duft and become a 
Bifhop, betrays his Confcience, by writing a verv 
bad Book : And the Archbifhop of Emhrun^ to 
make his Hat blulh,. has really had no more to do 
than to condemn a worthy Man without blufliino- 
himfelf* God forbid, my Son, that you fhould 
enter thro' thefc infamous Doors to Ecclefn- 
'ftical Honours. I would only convince you of 
their Splejidor by letting you fee, how they can 
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dazzle People's Eyes, fo as to make them commit 
the moft ihameful Actions. 

If you are not fo much taken with the Charms of 
Grandeur, as with thofe of Wealth, who can heap 
up Riches better than an Ecclefiaftick, who is not 
obliged to provide for the Expences of a devouring 
Family ? Have you an Inclination for the Belles 
Lettres ? There is no Situation in which you can 
be accommodated with greater Conveniencies, and 
with that happy Leifure, fo necefTary to your Im- 
provement ? But it is not in this Study that the 
Ecclefiafticks obtain fuch a high Reliih for the Adt- 
vantages of their Station ; their Ignorance is a Proof 
that the glimmering Light of a bad Theology is 
fufficient to condu£t them tb Dignities, and that 
a handfome Miftrefi alone employs the fortunate 
Leifure I am fpeaking of, and, that in fliort, it is 
their Belief, that the Knowledge bow to acquire a 
delicious luxurious Life, is the Perfedlion of all 
Science. 

As to the Article of Love, you ought here. 
Child, to give me your particular Attention. You 
have, I am pofitive, a very fenfible Heart, and I 
already fee that it will have a ftrong Propenfity 
to Women. But tell me now, where can Love 
find a more favourable and agreeable Retreat than 
in the holy Dwellings of the Ecclefiafticks, fo con- 
veniently and elegantly furniflied, where Silence 
and Solitude infpire a penfive Calm and a luxurious 
Repofe, where thje fearful Eye of the refpeflful 
Secular durft not look without trembling. Don't 

the 
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the moft beautiful Ladies fet off thetr Dignity, 
^nd fpread all their Charms in the Coaches of^ 
Bifhops and Abbe's ? Oh a Band is a moft delicate 
Thing at infpiring Love ! 

Betides, every thing is myfterious in an ecclcGa- 
ftical State, and Love, they fay, delights in My- 
ftery 5 this Proverb really feems to owe its Origin , 
to the Amours carried on under the Cafibck. A 
young Abbe who has Honours in ^his View, and a 
pretty Woman with a jealous Huiband, are mu*- 
tuaUy bound to Silence. If they are defirous that 
their Intrigues fhould make a Noife, which is a 
very common Cafe, they need only ftay till the 
Woman is become a Widow, and the Abbe has 
obtained a Benefice, and then they may publickly 
profefs their reciprocal Fondnefs. 

In fliort, Child, continued fhe, I know how. to 
direct you to avoid the Difguft infeparable from the 
tumultuous Pleafures of People of the World, and 
how to teach you to manage your Recreations with 
that Tafte and that Art, which give the moft de- 
licious Relifti to Life even in a Cloift:er, and under 
the coarfeft monkilh Habit. In lefs than fix 
Months you will be an Abbe, and in lefs than a 
Year you will thank me for the Change. You will 
enter at an excellent Door : You have already a 
Promife of a Prebendary in the Cathedral of 
Chartresy and this will open the Way for your 
being at laft a Bilhop. For you muft know that 
this Chapter, as well as fome few others in th« 
Kingdom, is a Nurfery for Bifhops, and it will 

C 2 appear 
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appear extremely graceful for one of your Age 
while wartiDg for this Dignity, to make the Ap« 
pearance of a Bifhop, and to be feen in a long red 
* CafTock, that will attracSl the Lookp, and draw 
upon you the RefpecS^ of Great and Small. Go^ 
my Son, and don't objed the common place Ar- 
gument, your Vocation, a Man of Spirit has a 
Call to enter into that State which will be moft for 
•his Intereft. 

Notwithftanding my Mother's havingtaken fo 
many Turns and Wiiidings in her Difcourfe, I 
did not yet feel any great Inclination to thank her 
for the Advice ihe had given me. But however 
vAie had declared her Intentions fo very plainly, that 
my RefpeA would not fuffcr me to betray my In* 
clinations. 

I had begun. Madam, to tafte the Charms of 
that Liberty which is in a Gentleman's Power 
to enjoy, and faw through a gloomy Perfpe£livc

I, ncverthelefs, diflcm- 
bfcd ray Concern, the better to prevent the Fate 
that threatned me. But after having fpent many 
Days in Refledilons, in plotting the Means of 
faving myfelf from thefe Mortifications, an J in 
curfing the Folly of the Men, who had invented fiich 
a Scheme of Life as that of the Monks and Priells, 
n^y Thoughts were thrown into the ftrangeft Con- 
fufion as to the Meafures moft.proper to be taken.

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tions we mutually give and receive, feem to 
ioUcn the moft frightful Circumftances of that Fate 
which is the Obje£t of our Fear and Reluftance. 
The Day arrived in which I had determined within 
iiiyfelf to let Julia know my Deftiny. I entered 
a Coffce-houfe with fome of the Members of our 
joyous Society, of whom I was to take my 
Leave, or at leaft I was no longer to refemble them 
in my outward Appearance. What muft be 
my Affliftion when I (hould behold them adorn- 
ed with waving Plumes, while I myfelf was 
iiot permitted to wear in my Hat a fingle 
Feather ! Could there ever be felt more piercing 
Grief by one to whom Nature has given the Gaiety 
of a Beau, and all the Elegance neceffary to com- 
pfcat tliis happy Chara6ter ?

Words make upon me, that at the End of the 
Converfation I already wiflied to fee myfelf cloath'd 
with it. Such is the Empire that a Miftrcfs pof- 
fefles over our Defires and Inclinations.

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How nawj Mif%. faid I, with a very grave 
Look, have you determinecf fo cavalierly to fee 
nie enter into a State which will put a Coriftraint 
on our Love? You joke, my dear Rxidengoy re- 
ply 'd Ibc, embracing me, our Unioa will be more 
peaceful, and a hundred Tim^ more agreeable. 
You fliall foon find, that you hare nothing to fear 
on my Account, fmce if 1 had been capable of In-^ 
fidelity, I fhould not have preferred any other gay 
Geatlcman to you, but the Abbe '^^ Brancas you 
have feca here. You can't conceive bow he 
has diverted me virith his Declarations of Love> 
exprefs^d in a Language between the cavalier 
Stile and that of the Abbe. Would you think it ? 
It was but yefterday when he entertained* Aie^Wilh 
a EXifcourfe extremely well caldulated to perfuadc 
me, that he was up to the Ears in Love with me. 
The Abbe de Nangis^ faid he, in his Country 
Diale<3, has turned Parfon : Don't you admire 
the Expreffion ? But as for me. Thanks to our 
Bifhop, I feail never obtain that Honour. In vain 
has my Brother the Duke of Brancas: folKcited our 
obftinate Prelate > he reproaches me with running 
after the Ladies.

Buf why not ? hoW many Bifliops 
are there who have only the Appearance of 

Abbe's ? 
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Abhe's I How many 4o wc fee at Court, wha 
iwv^r give Orders but by the Hands of their Bre- 
thren, who are enough their Friend® to take upon 
themfelves the unprofitable Toil of confecradng: 
every Year a hundred gay Fellows diefe'd in black* 
You fee that they are always introducii^ into the 
World, fuch Cuftoms as are extremely cprnmo* 
diotts to us honeft Men* Befides^, the CardinaJs, 
thofe Priuce9 of the Churchy and iome of the 
Laicks, do we not fee the burften gutted Canons of 
Mg^yencej when they go out of Church, lay afide 
their long violet Trappings^, and pay their Vifits 
with a Sword by tl^eir'Side, and ftrutting under 
ag enorp:K>u» Pkme of Feathers. Their Exccl,- 
kucies however, a;re always on the Point of being: 
eiUed Bigbnefiy and being appointed BHbops of 
Mf^gn^f^ But let us refign thefe Honours of the 
Qhurch, added the Abbe Je Brancasr fince I am 
tqo happy ijj* Ipfvig ail Hope and all Remenabranc e 
of tjaefli, \yh^lc I am in the Prefence of a Perfon 
poflefe'd of the moft fpleodid Gifts, of Fleaven.

rafter of Women. The deliberate Air of this 
young Coquet, made me blufh at having fo far 
failed in my Charafter of a fine Gentleman, as to 
afflift myfelf about the Love of a Miftrcfs; and it 
was to recover it with Honour,^ that I protefted to 
Julia^ that I was charmed at finding, that fhe had 
fo well confidered the State I was going to em- 
brace. Adieu, faid I, at laft, lam going to fct up 
the Band, to your Honour and Glory, and you 
will foon fee me in a Situation, to make you as 
noble Sacrifices as thofe of the Abbe de Brancas 5 
and I fhall think myfelf too happy, if you do not 
in Return facrifice me to this accompIi(h'd Perfon.

I the» 
left Parts for the Seminary of Chartresy fully per- 
fuaded that in the End, a little Shagreen Cap and a 
Silk Garh would diftinguifh me as much in the. 
World, as the Plume of Feathers and kc'd Ruffles 
I had juft quitted. 

I toofc Leave of fuEa^, who laughed heartily at 
my new Equipage, and I followed her Example.

into a difegreeableComparifon with Aofc Misfor- 
tunes wbrcb have an a£lual Exiftence, a fuperior 
Genius will remedy this ; it will annihSate what* 
ever is afRidive, by giving a Kind of £xiftence to 
what is defireable. 

By this Syftem I realized yuHa^s Prefcnce, in 
adniirmg the Kttle Copy of her Charms, and giving 
it the warmefb and moft ardent Kifies.

Go on, go on, '^tis very^ 
wo)}, laid Barhkhety (haking his Head in a devout 
Manner, and killing the Plfture himfelfv this i» 
indeed a Miftrefs that ^ondufts us iw the Way of 
Salration> and teaches us to conduA^ others in the 
fefnedPaths better than all the Books in the World. 
Hpw^ver, you muft read and ftudy^od Books to fit 
you for die holy State you have embraced. Dear

this I did not fail to promife him, and he went out 
ofmyCelly afluringme that he was ve^ymuch 
ediiied, while I, in conducing him out, aflured 
him in my Turn, that I was greatly aSeiSted by his 
holy Exhortations.

Ihou^ld not flay too Ipng at the R^feiStOiry^. Tp. 
tajke ^w^y ^1 Deftre pf doiag fo,. ^ macb usr eat 
in ,a very |a^o;adc Style, :^vhile we werie regaled 
with a l,pi:^ IfCdb^re Uo^ Wprts a^fiRi^rahly «pfir 
trjyy tp create Ws^u:ifiiefe. Thg D^y^ ^ &^» 
were belides carefully cafk up, and fecj^jps mulf , 
tlplied in the inftru^ve M^en\ori4.of ^"^ ^^^%1^ 
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Caterer, who was doubtlefs ignorant of the Sum 
total to which otir Penfions amounted. This ap- 
peared from the fad Allowance he obtrged us to 
partake of. Not that be had not the Charity in 
tbefe Days of Abflincnce to confulr our Tafto-

In the mean while let us take a 
Gtafs 5 f 11 lay a Wager that my Wine is better 
than that you ufed to drink in yoiu* Seminary } and 
indeed his Wine was really delicious. Come on^ 
T]fiy Lad, fpeak boldly, continued he, filling a 
Bumper, what do you intend tp^do. widi yofir&lf? 
I am going to fend for a Tailor, flvdl I pat you 
into aUmfornx ^f my Son's Reguneiit? There! is 
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*z brave Parcel 6f OiScers, and where they arc, I 
Ywear it is a Pleafuf e to fcrve. I don't hefitatc a 
Moment in believing every thing you fay, jny 
Lord, replied 1 5 but I Should think myfelf un- 
worthy of your Friendfliip, if I did not confefs 
with that Sincerity that you are pleafed to recoin- 
mend, that | don't find that a I^ve of Glory has 
given me any great Longing for lofing my Life, by 
the Stab of a Sword, or for breaking an Arm at 
Jeaft, by the Shot of a Muflcet.

Man underftood .that, this wad that young Lord 
himfelf. ^He had been extremely impatient to fee 
bim, and we..iiuiyceafdy imagine with what tender 
]^agiernefs beiancto tbePerfon he took for him, as. 
well as the Aftonifliment of the Mufqueteer, to, 
find himfelf. ftifled in the Arms of the old Man, 
whom he fu(pe£^ed of being arrived at his Years of j 
Dotage. What a ftraogQ fcicident ! He at laft dif- v 
covered the Banker was under a Miftake, and had . 
taken him for th^CouDt : On which he refplvcd to 
perfonate him, and to form his Behaviour on the 
Error of the People of theXnn, as to his. Return 
ftom the other World. Quick, cried the Banker, 
a Seat for my.Liord the Count. Adftud ! how old, 
you make tne,., added he j when I left my Lord 
ycur .

The Banker's Wife, who had laid by ber Work, 
and thro' her Spectacles was examining with Fear 
and Trembling the pretended Spirit, faid in a low 
Voice, I have heard a great deal about Apparitions, 
if this (hould be one! My Dear, I know better, 
replied the old Man, with a good deal of Confufion..

As to the 
Mufqueteer he hugg'd himfelf, and it was comrc:(l 
enough to fee him enquire coolly into the Circunj.- 
ftances of an AflFair of which he was the Hero ^ 
taking Care> however. Hot to appear before the 
Bwker. 

This Story, Madam, was told us by the Muf- 
queteer 's own Brother.

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his EdificQ with a Kind of Dome, whith fhouM 
have two Ovals and a Gallery ; , for there is n6 
other Way of reprefcnting the two vifdal Openings 
which let in the Light, and the ni^hificertt 
Mouth' which furroiinds Part of ]»s Head,- dF 
which the broad Face pitted with thie Small-pox; 
refembles thofe Fronts of coarfe Stone chat are 
made rough by the Tool' of the Mafon, tft the 
fucceffive Dropping of the Waters of Heaven. t 

As to the Duke's Wit, Fhave not a greM ddal 
to fay to. it ; it appears too much confounded with 
his Humour. If every Body in the WotW re^ 
fembled him, thofe who maintain the DoSrine of 
the Materiality of the Soul> would' foon gain their 
Point. As he is* a mere Lump of Flefh and M(^- 
fture, a prodigious Abundance of atiiiKial Spirits 
rife into his Head, and thei*e make a Hurly-burly 
which muft neccflahly be fpread without ; fo that 
if he does but talk on" the moft indifferent Sub/e<9s, 
if he does but laugh, walk, or ftir, one is ready 
to believe that he is agitated with Ch<Jei', yet if 
he is adually fo, it is but a Clap bf Thunder at 
nioft. ' Don't you, Madam^ know fome Perfons 
of this Stamp ? 

In fliort, as to the reft of his Charader, he has 
the Pride of an EngUJhman^ without pofleffing 
his Superiority of Sentiment ; the Petulance of a 
Frenchman^ without his Sprightlinefs and Delicacy j 
the plain blunt Behaviour of the Swlfs and Germans^ 
without having their Honefty of Mind and Gene- 
rofity of Heart \ the Jeabufy of a Spaniard with- 
out 
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out his Gravity; the Rougbnefs of the RuffUm 
without tus Zeal to be ferylceable. ' I don't know 
wbcthjsr^, ought to fey, !^bat this ftrange Mortal 
t)f}oQg8 ^> ^i Nations, or that l.c iocs not belong 
t9 any, unj^^ft ipe can. make^ him be aclppted by

Strangers, though he has like 
theni, an extraordinary Fondnefs for fev^ral 
Countries,, as may be prefumed from bis having 
foUicited to be fent on fo many EmbaiSes, You 
know, M^dafn, that there is np. Nation under the 
Sun fo much difperfed aoiongft other People, with 
^ View to drain them, as the Savoyards^ and th^t 
none, have a greater Hatred, for thofe who come 
from other Coiincries to pay them a Vifit. But I 
have too much Senfe to lay thefe Faults to the 
Charge of every Perfon in that Nation.

^ We bad A^ff^Vy, enterwd ihe^Tavern when my 
Friends, ^m^ th^e^ ai^d fooi^ convinced 113 that 
they had acquitted tbemfeives pun£tually in pro« 
viding eveiy thing, we had defired. The Mafter 
of the Tavern, received us, with thofe Teftimonies 
of ^indnefs, which let us fee the Pleafure it gave 
hlui tO: behold (udi good Company in his Houfe* 
And we had the greateft D^fifulty in the World 
to put a Stop to the EfFufion^of his oificious Po- 
litenefs. It was an impetuous Torrent, which 
was fuddenly ftopp'd, probably by his recollecting, 
that the Keeper of a Tavern does not live by Com- 
plfments, and that it was more neceflary that he 
ihould fpread the- Table for his Guefts, that he 
Alight life by what contributed to their Lives, and 
grow fat by their eating and drinking ; we were 
therefore conduded inta a large Chamber, where 
a Side-board was already . fpread.

All the others fmlling at fiiA 
a pleaTailt Condufion of a Judge againft^ himfel^ 
ouv Oiiakanan returned, and tefumitigtthe Chain» 
gr^^ely pronounced thtft the Judges had.not &ny 
Jiegard to the Demand made by th& Prifbiier 
J^f^hiB^riuri^ feeing that the Chevalier^ j|^tf/»- 
njillm had'beto difcterged by aieacned Judge, and 
i)ad: been acquitted of theOimeof the R^pe^ by 
the ^Bather of ;t)k Gitil who bad been forcibly taken 
^way, and) that .therefore he ihould proceed to 

The Charges being'read againft 5^7ri/7r/, he afked 
thiol if .he had any thing further to offer \ but as 
he ftill Continued .on the .Negative, the Quefticm 
ordinary and extraordinary with which he was

r We laid^Qor Heads together, and after the Ap- 
pearance jof a Debate, our Chairman pronounced

'FkAi this fioaall XKfference excepted, tbathisAc- 
€dai{Aice for fuffedng hioilelf' to! be corrupted was 
ccModemned to the Gallies, and the iforemention'd 
jGentleman for his Rapes and Ravilhments to make 
jthe Jmende ,bonorabley * and for his dangerous 
Machinations againft the. Lives Qi the Dutchefs 
iPJnxiznd the Ch^v^cr ,de MainviUfrSf as is in 
fuchC^fips provided, was afterwards to be hanged 
by the Neck till he was d^ad. 
. It was here, Madam, that we repented of hav- 
ing carried this AiFair too far. Barbari being 
ready to fall .into a Swoon, guilty as. he was, he 
appe^ed an Obje<9: worthy of Pity:, The Lieu- 
tenant-Crimioel therefore made Hafte. to tell him, 
that we gave him his Life and Liberty on Con-

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dltion be gave a Confei&on written with his 9W9 
Hand, of his Intrigue againil the Dutcheis and me. 
7he Voice of an Angel could not fo foon have re* 
covered the fainting Barhari to his Senfes } fuch \$ 
the ILStSt that the Love of Life has on Mankind 1 
It aded upon him with a Rapidity proportionable 
to that of the Terror he had felt at the Idea of 
being at the Point of being fnatch'd away froi^a 
etrery living Objeft. 

A Glafs of excellent Hermitage finiihed his 
Recovery. He confenCed to give the Confrffion 
we demanded, and thought himfelf extremely 
happy in our making that all the Commutation of 
bis Puniflunent. And it was very remarkable^ 
that the fliameful Step, by which he was to fave 
himfelf, had, I dare lay, fomething that appeared 
extremely agreeable, lince dazzled as be was with 
the Joy of Safety, he overlooked whatever was 
cruel and humbling in the Confeffion he was going 
to give under his own Hand. As his Trembling 
would not yet permit him to write, ^e gave bint 
Time to recover his Spirits with half a Bottle of 
Wine and a Bifcuit, which the dreadful Prefence 
of his crabbed Judges would not permit him to 
refufe* At laft however he drew up his Confef* 
fion» the Subftance of which was as follows :

This i)eclaration .he fign'd and made a Dupli- 
cate of. It is evident that it did no great Honour 
to the Charafler of the Duke, however I promifed

^hc Dutchefs, and, improve jboth Ijer Ajffajrs an^ 
l^im^ by letting him know'^by hi^ own Experience,

We now made 5^r^^r/ drink Several Bumpers, 
to &at it'laft ,we* fent him home drunk, as 'the 
bcft Counter-po^fon he could take -at that Time, 
to recover him' from the Shocks, h^ *had Juft fuj- 
f^ined. The Apoftate Valet' conpi^^d him to tiie 
Door where his" own Servant waited for'him* with 
bi| C<^acb, yvhkh .Barbarj got, info, prajfrns <^^oJ

venture, ' So far. froiii malwihg his Cdimplaints to 

ib& Landlords ' hi^ nipft ' eager Paflion ,wa3 to leav|5 

tiie'JHouf^t . Our' Servant, however,' gave. Di» 
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regions to his, that his Mafter ought to be let 
I^ood as fooii as he got 'home, for that in the 
Midft of the Debauch be 1i^ been feiz^d ^ith a 
pantitok Terror. 

We had ne fieed of this C^ration to- reoover 
our Spirits. Our firft Care was to cbnceal-rhe 
finifter Shew of Juftice, and to adorn the Table 
with our Provifions and Wine. We fent away the 
Soldiers tolerabiy filled with Liquor, and JiberaUjr 
ftcompetiAd with Money. We had no OcoafioM 
to perfuadeth^^ CO Silence, fince it was more ibr 
theif Intereft than ours. They w)ere liahld (o be 
punifiied for lending their AiBftance ia an Afiair^ 
which we might be aUe to repre&nt' as a fimple 
Baftime, aiui which might be compared with a 
tbouiand familiar Hiftories of the Petit Maitres of 
Parisi Our Domefticks without eiccepting even 
la Brify partook of our Liberality ; they went intd 
a neighbouring Chamber, vihcse they endeavoured 
to form a Judgment whether the Wine and Pro- 
vifions ferved up to U3 were worthy of being. placed 
upon our Ts^le, and thefe Gentlemen bjsginning 
to difcourfe on what had pa&'d, we iook the Li- 
berty to imitate them. But what contributed mod: 
to our Diverfion, was our hearing >them give each 
other the Names of their Maftcrs. 

Your Health, my* Lord Niarquis iAnmhult^ 
faid my Serv^ it,* who endeavoured to reprefent me 
by counterfeiting my Voice. 1 thank you, my 
dear Chevalier ii MainvUiers^ replied Is Baru^ who 
Having aflumed the 1)6(1 Humour in the Wo/ld, 
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copied CO Perfedion that of his Matter. What 
/ay you, di St. SaJ^is^ faid another, don't you 
think the Chairman performed his Part adbniraUy 
well ? We were of the fame Opinion as thefe ho- 
nourable Gentlemen our Valets, and after their 
Example congratulated him upon it. 

The Night being confumed in talking of our 
paft Proccls, and in amuiii^ ourfelves with reced- 
ing on the feveral Circumftaocet of this A£fair» 
theDay put us in Mind of returning home: How- 
ever, I firft fent one of the Confefionstotbe Che- 
valier di BilUJh^ with a Line defiring him to ac* 
quaint the Duke £Anxi with the Truth of the 
Intrigue* I kept the other that I might ahrays 
have it in my Power to ihew it. A £uthful Do- 
meftick belonging to £Amihilt taking upon him- 
felf the Trouble of deliverij^ my Letters early in 
the Morning, I wrote alfo a Letter to the Dut- 
chefs under Cover to the Countefs di Lamy. After 
the Excufes and ordinary Compliments, I gave 
them a (hort Acdiaiint of all that had pafled, defir* 
ing their Permiffion to pay them a Vifit, that I 
might have an Opportunity of diverting them with 
a Repetition of the whole Affair. Under this 
Pretence I opened their Door, and gained an Op- 
portunity of expreffing my tender Emotions; for 
I forefaw that the Machinations of fiartari and 
the Marchionefi de St. ^uUttHy by involving us in 
one common Danger, would only fitrve to bind us 
more clofely to each other : For to iacrifice two 
Iiovers is to unite them together. 

Before 
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Before we feparated we renewed our Protefta- 
dons of Friendfliip, and entered into a League of* 
fenfive and defenfive againft all others, and each 
of us joining Hands by the moft folemn and reli« 
l^ous Oaths, we tied the Knot of Union, and 
laid the Foundation of that joyous Confederaq^, 
which has filled Paris with our diverting Ex-* 
ploits, and vi^ch fubfifted till my being a Prifoner 
of State, and my leaving France. 

Being got home to my Uncle's, I Aid on tip-toe 
to my Appartment ; the Porter told me that he 
was already ftirring. I fpeedily undrefled myfelf, 
and went to Sleep, Tejoicing diat I had concealed 
from a fevere Relation, this Inftance of Irregu- 
larity in my Condud.

Augujiini in lhort> if 
your Uncle has feen with a Per^edive^ all that 
you have done and not done^ I fee nothing in it 
tiiat is not very natural, but I eannot be f eooncilod 
to the Misfortune which has juft fallen upon yott 
by your Uncle's Order. 

, i had frequently before heard very patiently the 
flngular Nonfcnfe uttered by my learned Valet, 
who very often diverted me for a whole Q^tarter 
of an Hour together, by the Fuftlan and Abfurdtty 
of his Difcourfe. But at his mentioning a Mis* 
fortune happening to me during my Sleep, my 
Imagination ftruck with all the dangerous Adven- 
tures in which I had been engaged for four Dr five 
Days paiTcd, gave me the moft Uvely Apprdbenr 
Aons, efpocially with Regard to the Dutchefs.

Gratification, adM be, with an Air that fbewed 
him Qot a little plcafed with bis Ideas ; a Day is 
foon pafled ; hungry or not hungry, a Man is ftill a 
Man I and my Lord» your Uncle fiitisiiod with his. 
having feen you deprive yourfelf of alimentary 
Subfiftence to obey him, will love you the better. 
And why not, pray now, wi^p is the Hardibip 
of it ? To render purfelvcs agreeable to God, don't 
we faft for the Virgin and the Saints ? Why can't 
you render yourfelf as agreeable to your Uncle, 
by fafting to his Honour and Glory i 

I had an IncKnation to laugh at. this Argument 
of my myfterious Gentleman, but the Impatience, 
with which I . long'd to get (bme Intelligence con- 
cerning my Afiairs, engaged me to haften my 
Dinner.

My talcihg my Uncle at his Word, on his men-*. 
tibniDg a Separation^ gave hmn^ fb mdch the more

try ; bu^'I had b^eh before informed, that oile of hi^ 
Foibles was his always defining to have in his Houfii 
a Relation, who was willing to bear with his H.u^ 
mours.

for' Coufins, .when they afpire to be Uiicles, tHcy , 
ought to pay for their Vanity in ufurping it. Thefc 
are like Brothers^.who becaiife they are ten or 
twenty Years older than us, would treat us like 
Children, and forbid our tafting the Pleafures they 
have enjoyed ; we^fiiould confine them as they. are 
older than we to the fingic Advantage of dying] 
Iboner. But I abufe your Complaifance, and am 
not yet paying my Court to the Countefi de Lanoy.

The Youth deceived by her lively and tender Be- 
haviour, makes no Enquiry whether this does not' 
rather fpring from natural Defires, than the Af-' 
f^dons of the Heart. In ihort^ he marries herV

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but he would iiave been more happy if the Lady 
had declared berfelf in Farour of fome newLover» 
more faandfome or more rich than he : For Time 
may comfort a Lover who cannot obtain (be ObjeA 
of hi3 Affedions, but nothing can fofttn the Un- 
happinefs of a delicate Mind, united to a Peribnt 
whofe Sentiments are contraf^ed^ aqd who feefa 
nothing but IndiiFerence^ or perhaps Averfion* 

You fee in me, Sir, a very ftriking Example 
of this : I am the Daughter of the Chevalier Jg 
Lanoy^ and was in Love with the Converfation of 
thofe Perfons of Wit and Senfibility who did us 
the Honour to aflemble at oiu* Houfe, and from 
them drew thofe iew Qualities which they had the 
Goodhefs to commend. My Father took the moft 
delicate Pleafure in givii\g me an Education as folid 
as it was genteel and noble, which he even ex* 
tended fo far as to teach me to ftudy myfelf.

make us exert ourfelves, and keep the Fruit of our 
Labours. " On this my Uncle took up his Money 
and went out, giving Orders to his Servants to 
keep me and my Valet confined till I had recovered 
my Senfes, 

As I had been incapable of relifliing his Plai- 
fantry, fo I did not (hew myfelf more feniiJ)Ie of 
the unworthy Treatnrxent he was^ dtfpo^ed to give 
me.

mod proper to convince her of the Reality of my 
Love, without making my Reafons known to the 
Publrck. 

I did not deceive myfelf in my Conje<Jlurcs ;. 
for two Days after my Confinement I had the Sur- 
prize of feeing the Count de Salles. Is it not 
enough, you infamous Wretch, faid he, that you 
bavepafs'd from Libertinifm to Debauchery, miift 
you 4fo pafs from Debauchery to ASs of Villainy. 
Is it not enough that you have feduced' - - you un- 
derftand me. Thefe laft Words made me tremble, 
for I imagined that Petronetia had beeii with my 
Uncle,, and had made him acquainted with A\ that 
Had' paTs'd betvi^een tis. Biit alas ! without know- 
ing it, my Misfortune Was much greatffr. A Ser- 
vant pretending to be in my Intereft had received a 
I<ett6f lent by tfie Dutcheis to me, and had given 
it my Uncle ; but I .was not informed of this In?* 
cident till fome Time after. Make Hafte, con- 
tinued my Ujftcle^ we muft f^^iid ^hi^Fc*! intd ther 

Aimy^ 
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Army, to prevent his perifhing unhappily in Paris, 
Get ready his Portmanteaus* Twenty officious 
Hands who were all employed. Toon colIeAed to* 
gether my EiFc£b. While they were thus pre- 
paring for my Removal, I went up with a bold 
Look to my Uncle, and told him that I could not 
do better than to go into the Army, where I hoped* 
tbey would foon fend into the other World a Being 
fo ill placed as a Nephew like me under the Rod of 
an Uncle like him. The Count ds Salles without 
making any Reply to this, put thirty Louis d'Ors 
into my Hand, which he told me was all that was 
due on my Peofion for Pocket- Money, and added^ 
that he was not fuch a Dupe as to provide for the 
Extravagance of a mere Debauchee. He gave me 
alfo Letters from my Father and Mother, who 
forbad me their Houfe, and I took them at their 
\yord. 

- With this tender Parting I got into a Chaffe 
that waited for me ; and four Horfemen of the 
Marfbalfea were.to conduft me to the Frontiers, 
where I was to join the Dauphin's Regiment. 5/, 
Auguftin bc^oted even up to the Elbows, contented 
with having efoaped from exterior Darknefs, as he 
exprefs'd it, exerted hio^felf in fmacking his Whip, 
and diverted himfelf with bis ordinary Manner of 
Reafoning. 

We at laft arrived at the Army, which was en* 
camped on one of the Banks of the Sichia^ and 
tjie Aujirtans on the other. I curfed the Ina<3ion 
of Quf owQ Troops and thofe of the Enemy ; but

one Night after our being ordered to march tlie 
next Day, I heard fuch a Firing r as did not permit 
me to doubt their being engaged. .My Defpair 
made me run to the Place to which I Taw the others 
repairing in a confufed Manner, if ow maay War- 
riors did I fee with their Breeches in their Hands 
inftead of a Cuirafs. My Duty confining me to 
the Troop which had already been given me,' I 
filed ofF with the Brigades that had not yet been 
cut to Pieces, and who appeared to move from the 
Place of Combat. I had no Idea of what was 
going forwards, but Si. jtugiijlin coming up with 
my . two other Horfes and my Portmanteaus foon 
informed me in his ufual Stile. Chevalier, cried 
he, calling to me at a great Diftance, and quite 
Out of Breath, the Cakes of the Ifraelites have 
overthrown our Tents : See how they fmoke i for 
the Sword of Gideon has furprized our Army ! Oh 
the curfed Imperialijis ! what a horrible Racket are 
they making with the poor Regiments below ! Many 
Officers running into their Ranks gave us a com:* 
pleat Account of the whole Affair, but the above 
is fufficient. I cannot here, however, avoid men- 
tioning a Circumilance that did Honour to the Ca- 
pacity and Prefence of Mind of the Marquis de 
Mailleboisj who was not yet Marfhal of France. 
All the Regiments arriving in the greateft Cop- 
fufion, and the Imperialijis continuing to purfue 
them along the Caufeway which leads to Guajialla^ 
this General feized four Pieces of Cannon de- 
ftin'd for a Place lefs favourable to us in' the prefeht 

Con- 
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, CoiTJunSure, and Jiad the AiTurance to point them 
' at the Nofcs of Uie Enemy. iTicfe giving three 
^or four fuccefsful^ires, flopp*d.them,' and^ fecured 
us a Retreats that I don't £:ruple to call honour* 
i^ablc. 

This Retreat To glorious to bim, was followed by 
one of the moftpleafant Adventures he perhaps 
ever met with;, an Adyepture that forced n^e to 
forget the gJoomy'Subjeft.of my Defpair, and to 
laugh wit6 the reft. The Marquis was drawing ofF 
the Troops, when a. Solder ftoppM before him, 
and reproached him, that after having got her with 
Child he had abandoned her; but that fhe who 
had been more faithful had followed him into the 
Army, to find an Opportunity of fpeaking to him. ; 
and that ihe had been fo unhappy as to have the 
Fruit of their Loves fnatch'd away by Death. 
Doubtlefs this little Marquis de Maillebois touch'd 
the Heart of his Father in Favour of his Mother, 
Thofe who were near enough to hear the Soldier, 
imagined that the paft Danger had turned his 
Brain ; but the General difcovering under the Dif* 
guife of a Soldier, a great Colojfus of a Girl, with 
whom he had more than once amufed himfelf in 
the Caftle of MailUboisy took the Adventure in 
good Part, and having politely beftowed upon her 
a confiderable Recompence, has iince married her 
to one of the Sutlers. 

On our Arrival at Guajialla^ we faw every 
Thing in Readinefs for a general Battle. The 
Day in which I faw Death approaching with an

' ine:thitber, found a Perfon who wanted to deliver 
me two Liters, ai^ fliewed me to a Man. who 

. h^d brought them from France : They were from 
tbeOutchefs* T-bo' my Wounds were not dan- 
gerous* enough to threaten my Life, they were 
capable of ftupefying me againft the painful Re- 

. preaches which I ihould at any other Time have 
dreaded to have met with from this injur'd Beauty : 
But what was my Surprize ! how great was my 
£xtacy» at reading tbefe Words frojm the too tender 
and too lovely Creature* 

*< . My dear Chevalier, 

^' I fend this faithful MeiTenger to prevent any 
'* Accident like that which happened to mj firft 
*' Letter. He has Orders not to leave you for the 
^* reft of the Campaign^ that -is, if your chimc- 
^^ rical Glory will not permit you to follow him 
*' immediately, and- you think your Honour ob- 
'' liges you %o be regardlefs of the Fears of her

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<< who loves you, and who in Reality has a better

The Duichefi d*Anxi*i Letter before my Departure 

for the Jrmy* 

** My dear Chevalier^ 

*' I received your Letter, and have only a Mo- 
** ment's Time to write an Anfwer, I do not 
*' know when this can be given to you 5 fmce it 
** muft come into your Hands in Spite of your old 
** Argus. Are you fo mad as to deliver yourfelf 
** up to Defpalr for a Folly that you are fallen 
** into with an iniignificant Girl? But I am to 
** blame in cenfuring your Uneafinefs ; it flatters 
** too agreeably my Tendernefs, by letting me fee

My reading thefe Letters had die EfFedl of a 
lenient Balm^ it made the pureft Part of my Blood 
circulate in my Wounds ; and I was foon in a Con- 
dition to ftt out on my Journey^ which I did with 
|>rote(lii\g, that the Enemy had given me an ' ho- 
fiourable Difcharge, and a fufficient Right to re- 
tire before the End of the Campaign, anddiati 
ihould leave to others the Taik of finifting the 
War, having for my Part received in the Grofi, 
in fix Weeks Time, whit the reft of the Officers 
liad not gained in many Years* 

When I came withia thirty Leagues of Paris^ 
I fent away the Dutphefs's faithful MefTenger with 
a Letter, to beg ihe would be at the CountcTs de 
Lano/s exaflly by Two ©'Clock the next Day* 
My Impatience made me get thither before him. 
The Count de Croijfy received me with all the Joy 
of a true Friend, as did the Countefs de Lanoy. 
But how fhall I exprefs the tender and lively Ex- 
prelfions of my dear Dutchefs at feeing me enter ? 
She threw her Arms about my Neck. Iput one 
of my Knees to the Floor : She raifed me up, and 
made me fit by her: I wet her Hand with thcr 
moft delicious Tears : She wept too. This tender 
Scene was at laft interrupted, for it was not a 
jproper Time to talk of Love when a Servant was 

prefent. 
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pr^fent» who came to ferve up an exqoifite Cd. 
lation, and therefore aifumkig the Name of the 
Baroa de Paregesy I talked of News. 

We found ourfeives at laft at Liberty, and the 
Countefs de Lamy retiring with the utmoft feemitig 
Negligence with the Count de Croijfy into another 
Apparttnent, we had an Opportunity of giving a 
Loofe to our <moft tender Sentinaents. My dear 
Dutchefs, faid I, how bvely you appear! how en- 
chanting are all your Adions ! O hide fome <»f 
thefe Charms, my Heart cannot fupport their In^ 
iluence. Suffer at leaft that I aiTuage the Impetu- 
oftty of my Love, by wiibing that all Mankind 
loved you as I do ; all their Vows united wouM 
make me believe that you would be beloved as 
much as you deferve. Hold ! my clear ChevaJier, 
cried ihct interrupting me; I am more delicate 
than you in the Affairs of Love ; I would }iav« 
Charms for none but you* I hardly know what I 
wifti, or what I would fay, return'd I, in a lan- 
guifhing Air. I would, oh thou moft lovely Or- 
nament of Nature t place thee on the Altar to be 
adored by the whok Univ^rfe. The Dutcheis re- 
proved me in the tendereft Terms for. my Profane- 
nefs^ which I fooliihly endeavoured to vindicate. 
In fliort, we at laft gave a Loofe to all the Warmth 
of a Paffion excited by Abfence, and ftrengtbened 
on my Side by Gratkude and Admiration, But I 
fhall- draw a Curtain over the reft. 

At my leaving the Dutchefs I went to meet the 
• cold iirmbraces of the Count de SaiUs^ as if I bad

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but juft arrived. I was willing to forget the rough 
Manner in which I had been treated by him* I 
have always been tolerably well with my Uncles, 
and have pafs'd over feveral Affronts whiclr would 
have made other young Fellows blufh; but an 
empty Purfe teaches Prudence, and guards us 
againft many Follies.

willing that the Chevalier ^/i? Gariigni (h6uld labour 
to conciliate hi& Friendihip^ we fet Uin down at^ 
his Houft^: And as' T was obliged to be with the' 
Dutcheisat myufual Hour, I drew up a Petition* 
in the following Terms :

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Stic fliould no fooner have been in his Pofleffion^ 
Madam, than I would have had her married to the 
Chevalier di GartignL Money is capable of bring- 
ing any thing about where a Prieft is concerned ; 
for that they will fell their God. 

As foon as 1 faW the Dutchefs, I related to her 
my new Intrigue i which ihe told me would make 
me new Enemies ; one would imagine, faid flie, 
that the Devil is in youj you muft always be 
plagued with having fome new Affair upon your 
Hands* Her Tendernefs made her ferioufly angry; * 
but what Anger is there that will' not be 
dry'd up by the Fire of Love? We parted there- • 
fore with mutual Wifhes, that nothing might in-' 
terrupt qur Felicity, in aX^ountry where Men only 
feek to prohibit whatever contributes moft to their 
Happinefs. 

I no fooner left the Dutchefe, than I returned to 
the Chevalier de Gartigni^s^ with a Dcfign to fup 
with him and his future Uncle : But hov^ "great 
was my Surprze to fee Gartigni ftripp'd of all his 
Hopes ! I found him fitting in a difconfolate Po- 
fture, when without Tpeaking, he fhewed me his 
Uncle's Coat upon a Chair, and a Letter which 
lay upon the Table. I ^ead it, and found it wrote 
by that Vixen S/. Sixty in the fdlowing Terms :

tune even to receive Money. While I was talking 
of feveral Matters to the Farmer, the confounded 
Countryman went out, I fuppofe, tofhew his fine: 
Cloaths, and to bully his Sifter. I might blame 
you, my dear Chevalier, faid I, but a Misfortune 
reftores a Criminal to his Innocence.

uttered with an Air of Triumph.

My Lines had more Commendations than they 
dcferved-; and I immediately continued^ You fte, 
that thofe who know how to enjoy the Sweets of 
Life, have an Idea of the Deity mc^re confiftent 
with his Majefly, and that does greater Honour 
to his Goodnefs, than thofe miferabie Beings who 
make him a Tyrant^ who confider him as having 
a partieular Regard for Trifles, and offering earthly 
BleffingS' only to tempt us, and authorize his Cru- 
elty in punifhing with eternal Flames, all who pre- 
fume to tafle them. This is not the Deity whom 
L acknowledge: Mine is a tender Father, who 
forbids our indulging them with Excefs, but 
at the fame Time permits us to enjoy the Bleffing^ 
he bellows*' - ,' 

This 
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This Difcourfe, faid the BIfhop of SotffonSj in 
a furly Tone, fmells of Herefy ; the Ignorance of 
the pretended Reformed is fcarcely capable of pre- 
venting their feeing the Folly of that Liberty which 
they take of eating at all Times forbidden Meats. 
Stung with this Anfwer, I replied, that he muft 
not only be as ignorant as a Romijh Doflor, but 
even a Fool to tax the Reformed with Ignorance. 
Thefe laft Words were fafficient. They were 
perfeftly fatisfied, and the Count alone appeared 
mortified at them. I confefs, that tho' I at firfl 
reafoned like a Philofopher, I now talked like a 
Fool. 

The Dutchefs blamed me very feverely the next 
Day ; bat our tender Carefles met with no Inter- 
ruption. Not having the leaft Sufpicion that 
Things were carried fo far againft me, I was pre- 
paring the next Day but one to go to the Appoint- 
ment (be had made me, when a Servant entering 
with a bufy hafty Look, gave me the following 
Note. 

SIR, , 

" They have juft obtained an Order for your 
** Imprifonrtient. Cardinal de Fleury has expedited 
^* the Lettre de Cachet. Fly •: i am informed by 
** thofe who imagine that' I myfelf fliall triumph 
•* in their welHaid Scheme of Vengeance. Do 
•* not confide in your Brother, for they have had 
** the Art to make- him enter into their Plot. You 
*' ought to know that this tomes from an unfor- 

«< tunatc 
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<< tunate Creature^ who would at the Expence of 
^* her Life^ repair the Misfortunes flie has drawn 
•* upon you. 

" F£TRON£LLA DujBOISIt." 

I fhall defer fending you my Brother's Pifture 
till another Time. He had in his Difpofltioa a 
Mixture of the Magiftrate and the Receiver of the 
Revenues ; for he united the Inflexibility of thm- 
moft rigid Magiftrate with the low Avarice of the 
moft greedy Receiver. After having defpifed hi» 
Father, and perfecuted his Mother in-law, to 
whom he owed all he enjoyed, it is not at all wort* 
derful that he fliould deliver up his Brother to his 
Enemies, in Order to make them his Friends. 
They had Occafion for his Affiftance ; for every 
one knows that the Aid of a Relation has great 
Weight againft a Perfon who is to be ruined. But 
was there Occafion for fo much Formality with 
Cardinal de Fleury^ the Tyrant of Men of Learn- 
ing, who has difpatcb'd more thai^ ten thoufand 
Letires de Cachet? 

I threw myfelf into a Hackney-Coach to go and 
take my Leave of the Dutchefa with the greater 
Safety. She wej^t, and lamented at the Neceiiity . 
we were under of fufFering the Painpf another 
Sq;»aration. It was nocefTary for me to gain a< 
Place of Safety^ where I might ftay till the Storm 
waa blown over. 1 mingled my Tears with hers, 
and our Si^ were the laft ExpreffioDS W€ gave 
cich other of. our GiieC 
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St. Augufiin having obtained Po{l Horfea, and 
my Heart having felt the voxA cruel Struggiee^ in 
I^arcidg from my fond Dutchefs, I iet off like 
Lightning* Bat whatever Diligence I made Ufa 
of» I was ftopt at Chauni in PUardyy by an la* 
undation* la vain did l^difguife myfelf under the* 
meaneft Cloaths, the Exempt Je, la Fir re diC 
covered me, and ihewed me the Kjng's Order to 
convey me- to tfie Caftle of Caen. This Incident, 
inftead of adding to my Melancholy, infpired me 
vrith a certain Gaiety. My not being able to> 
leave .fVtf/rr^ metbought gave me the Pleafure of 
reflecting, that I fbould not be at fuch a monftrous- 
Diftance from the Dutchefs. 

I did not imagine^ faid | to the Exempt, that I 
had been enough in the good Graces of the King^ 
for him to allow me aCaftle, Servants and a Pen* 
fion. I am your Prey, but no Indignities, no Al* 
lurtngs* Thefe Names which areiingular enough^ 
the Archers give to tboTe little. ChainSf which, 
going round the Wafte, faften Prifoners of State 
to- the Chaife, or the. Saddle of: a.Horfe. Tlie 
Bxempt then demanded my Word, of Honour,^ 
vdiich I. had not the leaft> Intention, to evadeioc to^ 
break. You are in thQ rights- criedil^ that is' &e* 
firongeft Chain that can bind me. My faithful 
Augujiin^ with Tears in his Eyes, deplored my 
hard. Fate; in. fuch Terms*, as madc^ me ready ta 
fpitt my Sides. with laughing;;. he.prefiaredrtQibllMBr 
me \ but I viras informed that they had Order» to 
prevent it. This was a very fendbk Stroke, bu# 

I 
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I focm perceived that the moft mortifying Subje£ls of 
Difgrace were the Source of the fweeteft Felicity, 
I therefore gathered the foftefl Confolations from 
the moft bitter Circumftances. And indeed in my 
prefent Confinement, St.AuguJiin might render me 
a moft acceptable Service in bringing me the Dut- 
chefs's Letters. 

' But the Defire of getting out of Prifon makes 
me forget my Arrival there. I could not however 
avoid it, and thofe Gentlemen, the Archers, were 
not fo civil, as to wifh me a Good-morrow, and 
then to fuffer me to go about my Bufinefs. . I how- 
ever obtained the good Graces of thefe honourable 
Perfons; fometimes * I rode in a Chaife, fome- 
times on Horfeback, and fometimes for Variety 
Sake, failed in a Boat ; in fhort, they behaved 
with the utmoft Complaifance. I made them live 
exceeding well on the Road, and* at the fame Time 
told them, that thofe who had hired the Fidlers 
(hould pay them. But what moft pleafed them9 
was my fending for them after Supper, and giving 
a Ball to them and the Servants of the Tavern, 
Sometimes even young Ladies of Quality, and the 
Citizens Daughters drawn to us by Curiofity, came 
to embellifh our AiTembly ; while every one re-

turned 
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turned pitying me, and admiring at my going fo 
merrily to Prifon, 

' . It was Night when we arrived at Caeni the 
People knew of our coming, arid a DeGre of fee- 
ing me, made them meet us with Flambeaus in 
their Hands, fo that Imade a Kind of triumphal 
Entry. The Mayor of the Town, Mr. de CaH- 
cbij a Man agreeable both in his Perfon and Uq- 
derftanding, at firft did me the moft lingular Ser- 
vices. He was a Free-Mafon, and with Refpe£t 
to Religion, a Freethinker : Bat the Zeal he at iirft 
difcovered in my Favour did not laft long ; the 
Reafon of which was his thinking that he had 
been deceived in imagining I had been of bis Opi- 
nion. He was therefore difgufted at my playing 
a Part not very favourable to my Reputation : But 
.1 had the Jefuits and the Devotees to deceive, who 
attacked me as if they thought me an Atheid. 

The Confeflbr appointed for me was called 
Father de Genes^ and I took fuch Pains to fecure 
his Friendlhip, that the Dutchefs, whofe Letters 
I had frequently the Confblation of readings found 
not the leaft Difficulty in procuring, by the Ailift- 
ance of her fecret Friends, the withdrawing of the 
Lettre de Cachet. There only wanted a Relation 
to be fet in Oppofition to my Brother, and a worthy 
Coufm named U Sage^ with his Wife, generoufly 
offered their AiBftance. 

But before I leave this Place of Confinement, I 
ought juft to mention thofe, who while I was 
there, laid me under fome Obligations. Mifs Re* 
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mault, a very valuable Devotee, ettdeavoured to 
raife the whole Town in my Favour. The Mar- 
chioneft di la Fore/l^ a Devotee of a moderate 
Caft, contented herfdf wttk wtfliijig, that I might 
'ftay in the Prifon ^as long as I lived, for tbeXiOod 
of my ^Soul. Mr. Highbrighty an EttgUJb Gen- 
tleman, came with a Bafs Viol to foften my Un- 
eafinefs, and 4ho' he ipoke but iittle, yet was an 
excellent Keafener. The Abbes Damt and Tup» 
/f'n^. Freethinkers in Religion. Mrs. des Ruffiais^ 
a Widow of Diffindion and a Devotee, wbo was 
both a Wit and a Woman «f Vittue, had a mc^ 
devout ^Regard forme, ifcs. /&//, a Keabus 
Pxoteftant, honoured me aUb with 'a fmall Degree 
of Affedion, all her Anions were conduced by 
the Rules of Virtue and Difcretion. When my 
Intercft required their doing me a Piece of Service, 
neither this Lady nor Mrs. de Ruffian^ could meet 
with any Difficulties or troubleibme Expence, 
which their good Diipolitions did hot enable diem 
to overcome. In (hort, all thefe Perfons, havii^ 
only one End in View^ which was to ibften the 
"Pain of my Confinenacnt, I found my Prifon 
changed from the Seat of Horror to the Abode of 
Pleafure. 

An Order for my Difchafge being arrived, and 
I having paid ray Vifits of Thanks in the Town, 
I was obliged alfo to fhew my Gratitude in the 
Country. I waited upon Mrs. y^ Beaumont P^rfil^ 
a Mother as amiable as her Daughters were charm- 
ing. Here wero,, fuffieient Inducements for me to 

' be 



fee in Love. But tho' a great Mind may love 
many Perfons at the fame Time, I found myfelf 
overpowered by Numbers. What could I do? 
How was it pdffible for my poor Heart to feel the 
Power of every different Charm ? The I^ft Vifit I 
paid, was to Mr. Glatignt^ a very worthy Gen- 
tleman ; he entertained me very genteely, and in- 
troduced me to an Acquaintance widi Mr. di 
Grandchampj ^. Proteftant Gendeman, who had a 
very amiable Family. 

My thus delaying my Departure proceeded from 
my knowing that the Dutcfaefi, who had been in 
the Country, had not yet returned to Parh. I 
took my Meafures fo as to arrive there the Evening 
before her Return, and alighting at an Inn near 
PetronelJa^s^ a little Curiofity, and a Degree of 
Gratitude for the Advice fhe had given me, which 
made me forget what fhe had done to raife up my 
Enemies againft me, made me enquire after her ; 
when I was informed that ihe was weeping in a 
Convent for her Compaifion to me. 

I then went with the wtmoft Tranquility to Ke 
at an Inn, with an Intention of throwing myfelf 
the next Day into the Arms of my Dutchefs : But 
Meafures had been taken that foon rendered it im- 
poffible. I was taken out of my Bed, and carried 
by fome Archers to Stra/bourgj where I was told 
ftat the King had given Orders for me to leave the 
Kingdom in three Pays. I obey'd j my Heart was 
filled with Defpair, and I wept for my dear Dut- 

che&i 
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chefs ; for there are Seafons in which the ilighteft 
. Confolation feems to be refufed us. 

St. AugiiftinhaA been married at Paris during my 
Confinement^ to an old Woman, who doubtlefs 
united the Pleafures of Wedlock with the Horrors 
of the Grave. She had the Air rather of a walk- 
ing Skeleton, than of a Woman fit to form the 
half of a Man ; but ihe was tolerably rich, and 
had given St. Auguftin a pretty Fortune. The 
poor Fellow would have followed me into Exile, 
, or rather perhaps was willing to baniih himfelf from 
, his Spedre of a Wife. But I could not in Con- 
fclence advife him to ufe the Woman ill who loved 
him, and had given him her Subftance. No, no, 
faid I, ftay with your Wife, and nurfe her in her 
old Age ; when (he has fairly taken up her Lodg- 
ing in the Grave, you fliall be at Liberty to bear a 
Part in my ill Fortune. 

The Goddefs with a hundred Tongues, who 
publiflies thro' the World the Praifes of the King 
of Prujfta^ and who never can fay enough of him 
had ihe two thoufand, turned my Steps towards 
Berlin. At my Arrival I flew to pay a Vifit to 
the Marquis d^ Argent^ Chamberlain to his Ma- 
jefty. I imagined that I (hould fee this celebrated 
Philofopher recommending his Doctrines to the 
PruJJians by the Fire of his Wit and the Gaiety of 
his Manners \ but what was my Surprize to find 
him lying in Bed, in a violent Fit of the Spleen, 

But I have already. Madam, drawn out this 
Part to an unreafonable Length, my Friends ad- 
vife 
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vife me to break ofF, and to go with thetn to drink 
-a. Glafs of Champaign to your Health, and to 
to thofe I have mentioned in thefe Sheets. This 
you fee is no painful Tafk i but. was it to be at- 
tended with ever fuch di£Scult Circumftances, 
'there is nothing diat a great Mind will not un^ 
dcrtake. 
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* 

THAT lidiay give you> Madam) a more 
ftriking Pifture of the dejcaed State in 
which the Marquis dC Argens appeared, it is necef- 
fary for me to convey a very different Idea of his 
Perfon, and Manner of Life, than is to be found 
in the falfe Portraits than have been drawn of him, 
or than can be conceived from the aftoniihing 
Number of Volumes that have flowed from bis 
Pen. Were we to take our Ideas of him from his 
Pi&ure, we ihould imagine, that he had thefurly 
forbidding Lo^I^c^ t|H>fe aJKientvFopls, who under 
the Notion of being Lovers of Wifdom, were the 
declared Enemies of the human Race. If you con- 
fider the Erudition which runs thro* his Works, 
you would be apt to conceive him buried under a 
Heap of old Papers and antique Volumes, and that 
every Moment was fpent in a forced Application 
to Study. 

This, Madam, is the Marquis (T^Argins^ drawn 
in Perfpediive for thofe who have never feen him ; 
but in Order to his being known, we muft ap- 
proach much nearer, I begin firft with an Af- 
fertion, that however, voluminous his Writings 
may appear, his incredible Memory, and the Ra- 
pidity and Eafe with which he exprefles his Sen- 
timents, have always left him at Leifure to employ 

three 
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three Parts of his Time on his favourite Pailion : 
It is hardly neceflary to mention that this PaiBon b 
Love; or to fay that this was the Caufe of his 
Melancholy. 

With Regard to his Pifture, the Painter is to 
blame, and not his Features. Take them all to- 
getber, and they form a noble Prefence ; examine 
them feparately, and they are exceeding amorous. 
He-has two large blue Eyes, thro' which when he 
is filled with Joy, one would (wear his Soul was 
ready to make its Efcape ; but when with a reftlefs 
Adivily they endeavour to penetrate into the Truth 
or Falihood of human Ideas, they are as piercing 
fts thofe of a Satire before the Objed of his Love« 

I flball fay nothing of the Gracefulnefs and Re- • 
gularity of his other Features, as I am not of the 
Opinion of Buffi Raiutin^ whodefcribes a Man of 
Tigure With as fcKupulous an £xa<^nefs as others 
do the 'Heroine of a Romance. 

In the Defcription of a Man, Madam, we have 
no Occafion for any more than the Eyes ; becaufe 
thefe, they fay, are the Mirrour of the Soul j and 
Imayalfp^ddy that they are a Kind of Lens, in 
which frond a thoufand Rays, the entire Character 
of the Perfpn is feen by RefleSion, and painted 
ijju full Length fo, as to be. vjfible to all Connoi- 
fcurs. Thofe of the Marquis ^'-//r^^wj move with 
fuch Rapidity, and. his Looks are every Moment 
fo diverfified, th^t one would imagine they were 
never fixed. As^he is moved by two Paflions, by 
a Love of literary Glory, which however is fub- 
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ordinate to his Love of the Ladies, they fufEciently 
exprefs all his Emotions of Friendfhip and Hatred ; 
Emotions which he knows how to difguife, from a 
Kind of Policy that would give one no high Idea 
of his internal Sentiments, if orie was not ac? 
quainted with the Goodnefs of his Heart : But 
even this Goodnefs of Heart is turned into Fury 
when he believes himfelf betrayed. I have fre- 
quently beard him burft into the moft injurious 
Expreflions and the moft terrible Threatnings, 
againft the Ferfons who have wounded his Love, 
or criticifed his Works or thofe of his Miftrefs* 
But if the fame Peribns appear before him^ he 
holds out his Hand, and talks to them in the moft 
reducing Tone of Friendfliip. As he is born of a 
mild Difpofitiorr, and has a natural Dread of ut- 
tering impertinent Things to a Man's Face, he 
durft not make Ufe of a difagreeable Expreffioo 
before thofe he hates. But he pays them off in 
their Abfence, to attone for the Reftraint he puts, 
upon himfelf in their Prefence, and goes quietly to 
play off in his own Way all thofe whom he be- 
lieves to be wicked, or who be fears on Account 
of the Secrets they have in their Poffeflion, One 
might fay to him what a Favourite fald to a great 
King; " O Sir, don't honour me with your Se- 
*« crets, for if you do, you will foon hate me/* 
From being the Marquis's moft intimate Con- 
fident, I myfelf am treated with Coldnefs, and am 
become the Objea of his Terror, and this after 
his having faid a hundred Tinies, during thcCoiirfe

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of above two Years, that my Arrival at Berlia 
Was a Favour fent him from Heaven, and that 
he owed bis Life to the Gaiety of my Conver- 
ration and the Affiftance of my Friendfliip *. O 
Love ! Love ! what Quarrels doft thou raife 
amongfl Friends for a fingle Woman f Of what 
Injuftlce doft thou make us guilty ! Doft thou not 
glofs over Guilt ? Doft thou not know how to ren- 
der it excufa|)le, and even worthy of Praife ? 

The Marquis i^Jrgens has however, much 
Wit and Gaiety, and is a charming Companion : 
Nobody has a more delicate Vein, or is more 
agreeable and diverting : In fliort, he would al- 
ways be moft excellent Company, if, when he en« 
tered into a Difpute, the Strength of his philofo- 
phical Ideas did not incite him to be a little boifte- 
rous in his Gefture, and to raife his Voice to a 
Squall. I faw him one Day difputing with fuch 
Vehemence, that with one Nod his Peruke was 
tofs'd from bis Head. A Lady. worthy of Re- 
fpe£t, on Account of her Age and Cbarader, 
finding herfelf difturbed in her own Appartment, 
came into his, to befeech him to moderate the 
Tone of bis Voice : But wholly poflcffed by the Fire 
of his own Thoughts, he took bold of this Lady, 
whirl'd her into her own Chamber, and returned

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to finifli the Debate. They had much ado to make 
])im put an End to it^ in Order to laugh at him, 
2nd to tell him what he had done. At laft he re- 
covered himfelf, and having* laughed with tbereft, 
returned to beg Pardon of the Lady, which he did 
with a Gracefulnefs peculiar to himfelf.

It is proper. Madam, that I ftould bring yo.u ac-

Imagine tha( you fee m\ odd Kind 
of Mortal,^ fprmed to fbew to what a Degree a 
Pprloo may b^ thick, (hoft, and malicious. 'Con* 
qeiv« the. I^^a of a Figure, that would perfuade us. 
it came from Laplandy if w,e. did not know that it 
was pfpduced in Hdlland* Thofe whp are fo unjuft 
as not to love the Dutch, and would fpread abroad a 
ludicrous Idea of this Kation, ought to pay a, 
Pqnfipn, to Mattlnwy the Hollander, and make 
him travel thro' the whole World. The Fellow* 
how.ever, h^s this Good in him, that he knows 
how to acc9ipmodate his Dulnefs with the mod 
fubtil AdUvity for his ownlntereft : For this is an 
Inflinfl that has a powerful E{Fe£t upon him. As to 
a Knowledge bo\y to difguife the Truth, he has 
his §h^xc Qt this bappy Talent, as well as the moft 
a)(;rt ^d fp^i^tly. But he has one Qualification very^ 
unc9n$pi9PamQngft tbofeoFhisFratermty, and which, 
renders l;»im ver^, valuable in his Mafter*s Ffteem, and 
tjx^t is.>, whatever be has heard and feen, is forgotten, 
and in a Manner loft among his other Ideas. 

. Bein^ intx;odu<:ed by this Mafter of Ceremonies 
to JhjB Marquis J^Argens, I Went up to his Bed,

By their * briik and bufy Looks 
they gave every one to underftand, that they ima« 
gin'd they already bad the royal Purfe to make Ufe 
of at Difcretion. But efaith, it muft have been a 
joya) Treafure indeed, had it been able to have filled 
the boundlefs Defires of fa many Men? Amidft 
all thefe Peifons, jeacb. of whom w«8 as. avariciow 
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as a Prtefti ttere ar/ived k Set of Rfvab, who 
ctttne in Cart-loads ; I mean a Number of Co- 
medians, amongft whom was a Family difttn^ 
guUhed above the reft b)ra learned and dffinterefted 
-Air, This was that of Cochris. The Mother, 
a fine Woman, had been veryfj^aring of the 
^autf file bad divided between her two eldeft 
Daughters, Babet zv\d Marianne^ but Ihe recom- 
penfed them by dividmg between them an infinifie 
Nambec of Graces. As to her two youngeft 
Daughters, Mariomfte and G^go^ they were both 
great Beauties. Cochm the Father, was one of 
thofe Patriarchs who wsould eat, drink, and difpute 
at random. And indeed he was of fuch extra- 
ordinary Merit, as to take more Pteafure'in good 
Wine than any other < Man living. Cochoisy the 
JSot^- WaB-an^arcellent Harlequin, but ihon^r much 
betteir in Comedy ;- he was fometimes agreeable,

flux, of Though^ :. In inventing and diaqgixig my:- 
Stratagems^of Revenge.^. It not being coniiflent 
with my Hc^)our ,to decide; jthe AfFaii^in ^» regular 
Manner,.. I. fometiipets. determined fio . killliim like 
a^Toad in, the Mi^dk oC the Street^ tometimes to 
have him i^haflized in the Manner inTolent Servants 
aace BjMMi^e4t at-S^r^>r.. T» }hi$ ^folMtion I>t 
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lail fixed, and not being willing to appear before 
my Friends tifl I had waOied ofF the AfFront, I 
wrote to the Marquis d^Argins to help me to feize 
and punKh him. He received my Letter, and con* 
fidered my Refolution to punifh one of the firft 
Domefticks of a fovereign Prince in fuch a dif- 
graceful Manner^ as very extravagant ; and could 
not contemplate with any Degree of Calmneis on 
fuch a daring Enterprize. But I was too fenfible 
of the good Scnfe of the Princes of the Houle of 
of Brandenhurghy to confider rt as fb very ba- 
Tardous. It was in vain then that they preached 
to me> that I ought to be above concerning myfelf 
With a Man who was not in a Condition to reftore 
my Honour, and confequently was unable to take 
Tt from me.

The Soldiers difarmed himf and carried him to the 
Guard -houfe in the Market-place, a Kind of 
Warehoufe for all the Prifoners they are employed 
in feizing5 where the Soldiers have not only the 
Permiffiop to follow them, to indulge a waggiih. 
and unlucky Temper I but even Orders to give 
diem the worft Treatment; fo that they thruft 
them under the Bed amongft the Dirt^ i^t upon 
them thro' the Air-boles of the Prifon, and treat 
them with a thoufand other Marks of Indignity.

As every Body IVif^re at the Windows of tjiC' 
faille, at the Inftant wheA he was arrefted, one of 
the Evinces' fent to enquire what he had done to 
me 7 I replied, tba( he v^ an infolent Fellow who 
bad infulted me, and. I had only .this Way of ob- 
taining Satisfa^ipn fyofn on^ of his. Condition* 
^is; Royal Highnef$ having received iny.Anfwer, 
lefe him to be uTed at myl^ifcretio^jl this was the 
Torn the Affair topk wbif:b had heei^ efteemed fo 
perilous^ But (b fiar was it from . being attended 
with any ill Confequence ^tb Refped to n^e, .that 
it did me Honour wi^ a}l thofa whp wereac-* 
4ttiSnted witi3LAb£Pa£cicultif».4 Qow^yera as I was 

in* 
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uiformed that the Marquis de Valorty the Fremh 
Envoy at the Court of PruJJia^ intereftcd himfelf in 
ytYaX concerned this Fellow, I was not willing to 
let this Occafon.flip of ihewing him the Efteem 
^nd V^eration bis eminent Merit had infpired me 
with. It is to be wilh'd that the Court of France^ 
to do Honour to that Nation, would always fend 
fuch Minifters into foreign Courts* It would then 
vender itfelf refpe£ted by the$r Firmnefs, their 
« Ability in managing AiFairs, and by the Courage 
lyitb which diey would 0{^ofe the Meafures which 
other Princes tal$:e againft the Intereft of the King 
pf France. ■ I did not fee the Marquis ie Valor i 
himfelf, but I made an Offer by his Chaplain to 
Tfleaie Gofre immediately, if he had but the leaft 
■^ifli in his Favour. On which he fent me Word, 
ihat^ he thank'd me for my PoUtenefs, and aflured 
me, he woyld not concern himfelf with the Affairs 
Qf a Man ^ho had treated me with Infolence. 

While Z was taking thefe politick Steps, all the 
Officers pf the King's and of the Prince's Kit- 
qhens^ were in .

when tbey were informed that I was fufficientljr 
^tisfied for the publiek AiFront he had purupoit 
me* The next Day I was informed, that Go/re 
and his Gang had laid a Defign to aflaffinate me ; 
but I treated their Menaces with a Ibvereign Con-.^. 
(empt» and this ^iFair had no other Confequence, 
than cauiing a Coolneis between the Marquis an^ 
me, which difpofcd me to leave his Houfe. 

All the Bufile I made to punifh this infolent 
Fellow, and all the Pains I took to advance my^ 
Affairs with Mrs. A Cochois^ did not fo much em^- 
ploy my Thoughts, as to prevent my applying my- 
felf to the Study of the Belle Lettres. I even 
compofed a fmall Piece, entitled. The melancholy 
Pen on the Affairs of the Times. This was in the 
Heat of the War between the Powers of Europe^ 
and of the Authors their different Partifans. The 
Manner in which I exhibited, with die utmoff 
Gaiety, the Arguments oHered by the Wrhcrs wha 
were Enemies to France^ doubtlefs gave fome Plea* 
fure to the French Minifter in Prujjfa^ and did me 
a great deal of Honour. My I^amphlet was read' 
with Avidity, and in tefii than^ two Days the wholes 
Edition had flown from the Bookfeller's Shop. 
The Marquis d^Argens^^ who was entirely ignorant* 
df my having compofed iff ftt his Wits to the

My dear Friend, 
fkid he» you have a great deal of Wit, but you 
yourfelf could never be able to write fo fine and b 
oiaflerly a Performance* It is ea(y ta judge of the 
Pleafur« thb Difcourfe from the Marquis d*jfrgefis 
muft give me, I amufed myfelf with it for fome 
Tinae, and finding an excellent Opportunity, de* 
fivred myfelf the Author, and at the fame Time 
pull'd the Manufcript out of my Pocket. What 
^n Applaufe was ^ven me ! and how much did it 
rfiatter my Vanity ! 

I inve only mentioned this Work, Madam, 

Wbile I pafi over matiy others compoTed at Berlin^ 

Dn Account of its being in Copjun^lion with a 

periodical Paper * wrote by the philofophical Mar« 

quia, the Oc^afion of Difcord*% ihaking her 

Torch upon one qf the Branches of the Amours 

of the Cc^hoh. A young Man named Darget^ 

Viho had fought a Retreat in Berlin againft the 

Rigours of Fortune, had found an Opportunity of 

being introduced to the Marquis de Valoriy who 

had made him his Secretary; after which he had 

^he good Fortune to be made Secretary and Coun* 

fellor to the King. He was a Perfon of Wit ; but 

it was one of thofe Kinds of Wits, who, under a 

Pretence of Delicacy, flight the Superiority and 

Elevation of thofe great Maxims which are above 

their Reach. Some ihort Verfes, always compoied 
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as Occa(ton9 and Circiimfl«n<e» offered, rec<Mn^ 
mended him as 2m agreea^bk Companiojt to the Con* 
verfation of the Ladies, Be- would however give 
fits Jadgment' on every thing that belonged to the 
high, middle, and lower Kind of Lit«raiture, uid 
attempted even to comprehend all thtee; but Na*- 
ture had feced his Abilities, and litnitled Ae Exer- 
tion of them. The Heufe of our fta^pers^ hU 
been' open to him, and afii he faWthei^ Atnouift 
going forwards on every Side, he entered the 
Ranks. At firft he was defirous of fi)fing bk 
Choice on Marianwj but the Baron' dt Sv^itrts 
and the Count Yvan^ who had* n«9t yet left hei; 
obliged him foon to weigh Anchor, and to tack 
about to fome other Cytherean, 

Marionette whom I have not mentioned for a 
long Time, becaufe for Want of a Jx>very fte 
had continued in a Manner forgotten, at laft fixed 
Darget*\ Choice, and indeed, he would have found 
at firft that fhe was a charming Creature, had he 
not been purblind ; butliaving fcen her twice, and 
examined her more nearly, he thought her very 
beautiful, and worthy of the Paffion of fuch a 
gallant Perfon as himfelf. The Intrigue being 
formed, Whifperings, pretty tender Speeches, and 
ki/Iing Hands, went on according to Order ; and 
the Lovers rowed before the Wind, when he him- 
felf raifed a Hufritane which made him fuffcr Ship* 
wreck, in. the Sight of her whom he loved, he faid, 
dearer than his Life. This laft was a pretty Ex- 
pref&on, it founds well in Difcourfe \ but bow*

TTte Mkrquis d^Argens who qurctljr fpent Ms 
'Time between hh Miftrefe and his Books, was 
thinking no illi when to the Misfortune of poor 
Dargetj he took it in his Head to attack, in a fin- 
^ anonimous Shdet, his -D«/rA Obferver^ and my 
dear Afelancholy Pin. It was very jiift that as the 
Marquk's faithful ^qnlre^ I fiiould have my Share 
m the Aflkult* There needed no more to rouze the 
deeping Lion. To attack the Marquis on the Side 
of his Miftrefs and his Works, was to draw a dan- 
gerous War upon himfelf. The Voice of the Pub- 
lick had already revenged our Caufe^ by deciding 
in our Favour ; and by determining that the Criti- 
cifm was a falfe as well as a mean Performance, 
and therefore the Author was condemned the very 
Day that he entered into the Republick of Letter^. 
But we had the Generofity to give him a Reprieve, 
by ordering our Bookfcller to give his critical Dif- 
fertation Gratis to all who came to buy our Works. 
You may imagine. Madam, that this Condu£^, 
hitherto without Example, could only proceed from 
a Refinement of Revenge. This was not enough 
however, to fattsfy the Marquis; not contented with 
writing The Blunderer^ in which he maul'd the 
SHc^uv Darget^ on his printing an Ode iri Praife oV 
the King of France:^' under the Nahie of Voltaire^ 
be undertook to fupplant him in the good Graces of 
Atarionette\ and this Vengeance he the rather toc^k, 
as be knew from his own £xperience> how painful

The Battery was foon nufed : A young Dancer^ 
wfaofe Perfon was very liand(bme« was encou* 
x^^ged to dilute the Heart of his Miftrefs ; and Co*

ought to treat the Defigns Darget bad on his Sifter. 
We were aot ignorant^ that notwithftanding the 
Meanneis of bis Birth, he had Vanky enough to copy 
the Adlions of Noblemen, who keep Company with 
Adrefles, to make them Miftrefles, and not Wives. 
The Marquis inceftantly gave Marhnetu the Shame 
of hearing the bafe Defigns Darget had in view^ 
and exaggerated the Contempt ihe ought to feel 
At his having fo little Love, and the Indignation 
l^ith which flie ought to be poiTefs'd^ at his hav- 
ing fo mean an Opinion of her, as not to conr 
'fent to marry her, while he, the Marquis J^Argms 
waited only the favourable Moment to marry Mifs 
Babet^ who could never acknowledge for her Sifter, 
the Miftrefs and Bedfellow of one of fuch mean Ex- 
traifiton as Darget*

had offended him. It was eafy for me to perceive 
it, as it is to you to imagine what a Figure a Lover 
xnuft make between a Hufband and Wife, and in 
the Prefencc of an affli6ted Miftreff, who I could 
fee had the Weaknefs to accufeour tender Intel- 
ligence as the Caufe of this double Misfortune. 
She explained herfelf more clearly to me on the 
Subje£t of her two elded Daughters and their 
Lovers, and accufed us all of what (he called ' 
bringing down the divine Vengeance upon her Fa- - 
mily. A Ferfon \inder Afflidion is iilcapable of 
being reafoned with ; the moft unaccountable Ideas 
arofe in her Head, and pafs'd as eafily into her 
Mouth.

t^ themfelves, (he. took a Lodging at Come Diftapce 
frooi them. . I admired b^r Refolution, but it arofe 
from a Proje3 on wtxicb ihe was fixed i a Project 
that I could never have believed her capable of con* 
ceivihg, arid ftmcKlefs.Of putciilg in Execution.

Power of Gold, efpecially in War, treated ^ 
with tlie Mihifrei:' as aH^rbai^d a Merchant," "being 
willing to receive it only from the Traders,, who 
come tp- tills J:aTr '^pm>very 'Corner of the tarth. ; 
Every Body knows the immenfe Sums this Fair 
fpreads annually through all Saxony* The Saxdns 
therefore fey to thc^e, who imagine their Country 
exhaufted, by the long Stay the *King of Pra^<i 
made among theiji, that he had only levied one 
Month of their Revenue. The ManufaiSlure of 
Porcelain algne, ' fiirnllhes them with fevetalMil- 
lions y they therefore took Care, gt his Approach, 
to conceal from the Curiofity of this Prince, a 
Treafure of fuqh prodigious Value. And he could 
not* I believe, have made a more adviantageous 
Demand than that of being taught the Secret/ 
They are lenfible of his Wifdoniu' and' are not ig-. 
norant, that in viiitlng this lM[anufa£ture many 
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Years before* he bad ftole, yes ftole, or, if you 
like it. better, pilfered a Piece of Porcelain while 
ytt in the Pafte, and had Tent it to Mn Heller^ a 
famous Phyfician and Chymift, to feparate its 
Farts, and by this Means to know what were the 
Subftances that eritered into its Compofition. 

I imagiiied that on my Arriv;^ at Drefden^ I 
fhould ftill iSnd the Ravages of War, and the People 
groaning under their LoiTes; but was very much fur- 
prized to find tl)em bireathe nothing but Joy, and

Learn 
from him, ye great Men of the Age, whbliold in 
your Hands the Happinefs of Mortals like your- 
felVes ; lea^n from him, vile Slaves as you are, to 
fulfil your f)uty^ an^ pot harihly to refer to anothier 
Day the Perfon who confies to defire Relief from a 
preleht Evil. . You have never Time to hear the 
Cries of the Miferable j. but you have enough to 
taftefhe moft criminal Pleafures in Edifices raifed 
at their Expence, and for their Ruin, \ Learn 
from the Mihifter of Saxony to be affable, kind, 
polite, generous j 'conftantly to llretch out a help- 
ful Hand to the Unfortunate. So far from this, 
. ' - ■ whife 
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while always furrounded by a Number of in. 
famous Domefticks, all Accefs to you is forbidden 
them ; if at laft they find an Opportunity to lay 
before you the Misfortunes they have fufiered in 
the Service of the State ', if at laft they are able to 
make you the Depofitory of their fecret Tears, how 
infeiifible do they find your Hearts ! they fee the 
carelefs Manner in which you caft your Eyes over 
the Papers you fign without reading * j they be- 
hold your infolent Airs, and find that two ibarp, 
impetuous and iU-natur'd Words, are all the Con- 
(blation they can receive from you. But I demand 
Impoffibilities* Are the Men whom the Chance 
of Birth, or the bafeft Submiffions, have raifed to 
the Honour of holding the Helm of Government, 
capable of feeling the Force of Sentiment i Are 
they capable of following the Example of the' 
Count de Brubl? He knows how; to be .affable, 
polite and generous ; but were they to imitate him, 
their Awkwardnels would render them ridicubus. 
^Tis true, while pofiefled of our Wealth, the 
Wretches themfdves make a Jeft of us; but the 
frequent Examples they have feen of the dreadful 
Fall of their Equals, fhould make them tremble 
for Fear we fhould take our Revenge. They are 
elevated even to fit by the Side of him who holds 
the Thunder, and we little Mortals cannot help

Woman iformefl, I believe^ t^r^dixce toX)e^ir a 
whole Army of f^overst 

In 
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In vain did I reprefent to her that fhe could fuf- 
fer nothing by granting me every Favour, more 
than fhe had fufFered already, fince nobody could 
know me, and fee me on the Road with her, with* 
out thinking that all was done and concluded. To 
this fhe replied, (he troubled herfelf but little about 
what were their Thought^i^ that in Affairs of Love 
Thoughts and A£lions were two Things ^ that to 
think was a Chimera, but to a^ a Reality, and 
that it was this Reality fhe was tefolv'ed to. avoids 
What would you have* me fay for myfelf. Madam, 
except fome little Favours, which I flole from Day 
to D^y : r behaved ta her like a pferfe£t Simpleton ;
